private industry; first, in the bank- 
ing business, lending money to farm- 
ers and other private business indus- 
tries of this country. 


Of course, local supply merchants 
and local banks could not compete 
with the government, and gradually 
local credit from supply merchants 
and loans from local banks stopped. 
And this caused the closing of most 
of our supply merchants—and what 
banks in our’ state broke were 
a about by government compe- 
tition. 


The President spoke of these years 
as the ‘‘fool’s paradise.” Yet, in 1924, 
the people of Meriwether county, and 
Georgia as a whole, felt that they 
had to work for a livéng, work out 
their own salvation, and not look to 
a dole or relief to help them. 

From 1929 to 1933, the depression 
set in—not only in Georgia, but all 
over the United States. 

Why? 


Because transportation raies were 
at the wartime peak, and above the 
wartime peak, when the price of all 
other commodities and labor had gone 
down. 

This stifled distribution, and 
caused thousands of acres of neaches, 
watermelons, cantaloupes, beans and 
other food crops to rot in tue fields 
of Georgia, and other sections of the 
United States, and at the same time 
a great majority of the people in the 
cities were wanting for these same 
products. 

In other words, the advance in 
freight rates on peaches from Warm 
Springs, Ga., to New York, rose from 
less than $200 per car before the war 
to $400 per car in 1929. 

These exorbitant freight rates 
stifled distribution. preventing the 
farmers from realizing on their crops, 
and at the same time the railroads 
were “killing the goose that laid the 
golden egg.” 

Georgia has made efforts to correct 
the transportation costs within her 
borders, and has been met by the ad- | 
ministration at Washington forcing | 
back increased rates, when the Public 
Service Commission of Georgia had 
decreased them. 

I deny that the mechanics of civ- 
ilization came to a dead stop about 
March 3, 1933. 


o 
Much Said About Banks. 


Much has been said about the 
banks of America all being closed, | 
but nothing has ever been said as. 
to why they were closed. | 

The banks were first closed in the 
state of Michigan. The banks of sur- 
rounding states thought that they | 
had to close to protect their deposits | 
from withdrawals. ae 

Then. an executive order was 18 | 
sued, closing all of the banks after | 
the inauguration on March 4. At that 
time, I thought it was very foolish 
and useless. 

Why did I think so? 

Because 79 per cent of the banks 
reopened, and are open today—and 
10 per cent of the remaining consoli- 
dated with other banks. If a bank 
can reopen, it should not be closed. 

In the inaugural address of March 
4. 1933, I well remember the Presi- 
dent’s utterances that the money 
changers of this country had to be’ 
driven from the temple. 

Yet. in Atlanta, Ga., on Novem- 
ber 29, 1935, the President stated 
that he told the bankers the coun- 
try would have to go heavily into 
debt to save the banks, the insurance | 
companies, the railroads andthe 
mortgage companies. 

We are all familiar with the bil- 
lions of dollars of taxpayers’ money 
that have been loaned to railroads, 
mortgage companies and _ insurance 
companies. | 

The American public is also fa-| 
miliar with the fact that govern-| 
ment money was furnished to cer-| 
tain banks to loan on farm commod- | 
ities at a cheaper rate of interest | 
than the farmer has to pay, and the, 
hanks guaranteed against loss. | 

Such action as this by the fed-| 
eral government is not uniform )uS-| 
tice to its citizens, and is helping | 
those who least need help. | 

“At Variance With Bankers.”

The President and the bankers of | 
America are at variance as to how)! 
much they stated the United States. 
government could go into debt. 

The President stated that the! 
bankers said the government could | 
easily go into debt fifty-five to sev- 
enty billion dollars to help them. | 
Some of the responsible bankers of | 
America deny it, and challenge the' 
President to name the bankers who) 
made the statement. | 

So far, we have not heard the 
names of the bankers who were try-| 
ing to borrow any such amounts. 

However, it is not at all surpris- | 
ing that a great number of “would-! 
be” millionaires, parading under the | 
name of bankers, saw the great op-| 
portunity of running to Washington) 
and borrowing millions of the tax-| 
payers’ dollars, with any kind of | 
pipe dream they knew no sone but | 
a professor or brain-truster would 
believe. 

The President also states hat the 
federal government came to the res- 
cue of the home owners and farm 
owners over the nation who were 
losing the roofs over their heads | 
through inflated valuations and ex- 
orbitant rates of interest. 


The answer to that statement is) 
the following: The Federal Land 
Bank and other agencies of the fed- 
eral government have, for the past 
two and one-half vears, foreclosed 
at the r.te of 50 homes and farms 
per day.

In other words, this constitutiona) 
amendment that the brain-trusters 
wished to force on America would 
have bad a bureau in Washington, | 
telling a parent when he could tel) 
his children to sweep the floor, or 
carry out the ashes, or wash the 
clothes. 

Why, they even went so far as to 
send some women down to Atlanta t¢t 
the last session of our legisiature, 
who never had a baby of her own, to 
tell our lawmakers that they should 
vote for a bureau in Washington to 
manage the children of this nation—

This child labor law was copied 
from Russia! But, to the credit of 
the several states of this Union, Rus- 
sia did not prevail. 

The main achievement of the pres- 
sent administration is its boast to 
America that they passed the social 
security law. 

This one act of congress has been 
misrepresented, and has fooled more 
people in America than any other law 
won d was ever written on the statute

Read it for yourself! You will 
note in Section 210, it reads as fol- 
lows: 

“(b) The term ‘employment’ means 
any service, of whatever nature, per- 
formed within the United States by 
an employe for his employer, except— 
(1) agricultural labor; 
(2) domestic service 
home; 

(3) casual labor not in the course of 
the employer’s trade or business.” 

Domestic servants and farmers! 
Farmers’ wives and farmers’ children 
constitute the great majority of the 
labor of America. They are not eli- 
gible for the benefits of the social 
security law. Yet, they will have to 
pay the advanced price of the com- 
modities of the mills, factories, stores 
and shops, to help provide this socia) 
security for the employes of those in- 
dustries. 

_In other words, a factory having 
eight employes will not reduce the 
salaries of these employes to raise the 
tax to support this law, but will add 
the amount on the price of the com- 
modity, whether it be a newspaper, 
rocking chair, bed, plow stock or a 
harrow. 


“Farmers Have to Pay.” 


Farmers, domestic servants, and 
casual labor, of whom there are mil- 
lions, will have to pay this additional 
price for everything they buy. Yet, 
under the terms of this law, they are 
ineligible.to reap any of its benefits. 

I knew that the brain trusters had 
gone far afield in legislating for sep- 
arate groups and separate minorities, 
but never dreamed that they would 
ever try to force on the American 
public and make them believe any 
such fraud as the present social se- 
curity law. Was this bill ever read 
in the senate and the house? If so, 
were our distinguished congressmen 
and senators asleep? 

Not one dime of the money under 
this social security act will go to 
paying an old age pension to farm- 
ers, or farm laborers, or domestic 
servants, or casual labor, however old

Here are the forgotten men and 
women! They are made to pay, but 
they cannot reap! 

Read this bill for yourselves, and 
write me at Atlanta, Ga.. if you don’t 
agree with me.

Again we are informed that al- 
though the country is spending more 
money than was ever dreamed—that 
we have come from insolvency on 
March 4. 1933, to solvency at the 
present time. 

The next admission is that the 
indebtedness of America has been 
increased nine and one-half billion 
dollars, 

This week’s press carries the news 
item that the treasury is attempting 
to raise $900.000,000 additional rev- 
enue by bonds and notes at 2 1-2 
per cent interest. dated back to Sep- 
tember 15 of this year. 

A novel way of allowing a higher 
rate of interest—to just date the 
note or bond back several months 
before it is purchased and the money 
paid to the government. 

Such financing is comparable to 
kiting checks. But, with the addi- 
tional billions of our public debt, 
we have this further fact facing us: 

“TInder the gold act of 1934, the 
President on January 30, 1934, in- 
creased the value of gold from $20.67 
an ounce to $35.00 an ounce, reduc- 
ing the number of grains per dollar 
from 25.8 to 15.21, being 59.6 per 
cent of its former weight of gold 
nine-tenths fine. 

“This increase in the value of gold 
placed at the disposal of the United 
States Treasury $2.800.000,000, of 
which amount $2,000,000.000 was 
earmarked as being a_ stabilization 
fund. the use of which fund is not 
subjected to any investigation or 
criticism from any source, except 
the secretary of the treasury and the 
President.” 

They have been talking about 
whether or not we would have in- 
flation. We have had it to just ex- 
actly this amount. 

It was inflated on January 30, 
1934, by exactly $2,800,000,000. 


What old ruler was it ho once 
had his government badly in debt 
to the people, and when the people 
began to kick and made it a _ po- 
litical issue that the debts of the 
government should be paid, this old 
ruler called on the creditors to come 
into the capitol on a certain day and 
bring all of their coins and money 
with them? The king then had them 
put the money on ae table. and 
stamped “two” in place of the “one,” 
and returned the money, saying, 
“The government debt is paid to 
you.” 

So, it is not a new idea, if it is 
a New Deal! 

From the citizens of every state 
in this country, more federal taxes 
are being collected every year than 
are collected for the support of the 
separate state and local governments. 

As long as this condition exists, 
we can have no sovereignty of states 
and states’ rights. 

The New Deal is not of the demo- 
cratic party.

SOCIAL SECURITY ACT 
URGANIZATION HELD UP 


Committee on Public Wel- 
fare Asks Counties To 
Delay Action. 


The counties of Georgia yesterday 
were asked by the Georgia commit- 
tee on public welfare to hold up ac- 
tion on organization in anticipation 


of the benefits of the social security 
act because of the inability of the 
state to participate in the benefits at 
this time. 

The committee, an agency of the 
Georgia conference on social work, 
met here to discuss the situation and 
at the conclusion of the conference, 
Dr. Comer M. Woodward issued the 
following statement: 

“The state is lacking in those nec- 
essary enabling acts under which ma- 
chinery can be established to admin- 
ister such benefits as may come into 
the state by reason of congressional 
appropriation of funds for this act. 
The state is equally lacking in legal 
authority to use state funds to match 
funds if and when national funds are 
appropriated. 

“Our committee feels that any ac- 
tion on the part of the counties to 
organize at this time in anticipation 
of the benefits of the social security 
act would be premature. State action 
will first be required and the exact 
nature of this state action must be 
determined in order that the program 
may be definite and without lost mo- 
tion. 

“Georgia, as never before, is ready 
to go forward today in organizing her 
own public welfare program. for 
years the Georgia department of pub- 
lic welfare has had the confidefce not 
only of Georgia citizens but has oc- 
cupied a unique place of recognition 
among national welfare agencies. 
This department has been handicap- 
ped by lack of funds. When Georgia 
is made ready to participate, along 
with the other states, in the national 
security funds, the state is fortunate 
to have their ‘department of public 
welfare ready to administer same.’ ”’ 

The committee on public welfare 
of the Georgia Conference on Social 
Work, headed by Dr. Woodward, is 
composed of Cliff Hatcher, of Waynes- 
boro; Mrs. Clifford Walker, of Mon- 
roe; Hugh N. Fuller, of Emory;

‘Mystery Woman’ Named asF orger; 


Hides True Identity, Past History 


A woman who has clothed herself 
mystery was indicted for forgery 

yesterday by the November-December 
grand jury. 

In the true bill she was named as 
Janet E. Hyde,’ alias Dorothy Han- 
ford, but detectives said they did not 
know who she was, where she came 
from, why she was in Atlanta, nor 
anything about her except that she 
once said she came to Atlanta from 
New York city.

3D CONFIDENCE VOTE

Fight Is Anticipated Over 
Monetary Devaluation in 


French Chamber. 


——— 


PARIS, Dec. 6.—(#)—Premier 
Pierre Laval seemed safely past par- 
liament dangers for the time being to- 
night, his hand strengthened for his 
fight against monetary devaluation 
and efforts to solve the European- 
African crisis. 

He wrested a vote of confidence, 
351 to 219, from the chamber of depu- 
ties by promptly turning to his advan- 
tage and the agreement of national- 
ists and leftists to dissolve their po- 
litical troops. 

The franc, long in gradual decline 
because of the dark political situa- 
tion, immediately skyrocketed in un- 
official foreign exchange trading. 

It jumped 5 1-2 centimes in grela- 
tion to the dollar, closing at 15.125 
francs (6.6116 cents to the franc). 
The New York. overnight rate was 
6.58625 cents to the franc. This was 
the lowest dollar rate here since Sep- 
tember. The franc also gained against 
the British pound. 

Laval:had already gained a vote of 
confidence on his financial policy, to- 
day’s being his third victory since par- 
liament reconvened November 18. 

The premier, whose cabinet is dub- 
bed the ‘‘save the franc” government, 
introduced three bills in the chamber 
today providing for dissolution of the 
armed political leagues. Leftists had 
threatened his overthrow unless the 


nationalists were curbed, charging the 
rightists planned a “civil war’ to 
establish a fascist government. 

Then he called for a vote of confi- 
dence of his proposal that the cham- 
ber consider the measures at once. 

One bill would outlaw “combat or- 
ganizations or private militias” and 
political uniforms, insignias and arms. 
The other t..o would increase the pen- 
alties fcs¢ illegal possession of weap- 
ons and provide for prosecution ef 
publications which “incite to mur- 


Laval asked for a large majority 
vote to permit him to “pursue my 
work in the foreign field as well as 
at home.” 

Government bonds and stocks shot 
up on the bourse today. It was closed 
when the vote came but Laval was 
virtually assured of being retained in 
power. 

Leaders of the militant political 
leagues had announced themselves they 
were disbanding their semi-military 
“troops” as a gesture of national sol- 
idarity. 

Outstanding among these leagues is 
the Croix De Feu, a World War vet- 
erans’ organization with fascist tend- 
encies which claims a membership | 
of 712,000. Communists and social- 
ists also agreed to dissolve “our semi- 
military formations.”

It wouldn’t be immoral, but would its innocence of immorality make 
it any less offensive to good taste? 

Yesterday a lady told me that she had seen a number of high school 
boys keep their seats on an interurban car during a 30-minute run while 
an old lady carrying several packages clung to a strap. 

That wasn’t wicked, either, but crime itself couldn’t make witnesses 
more ashamed of our race. 

I will concede, if you wish, that it isn’t a mortal sin for a girl to 
take a drink. But when she takes the one that makes her slightly drunk, 
whether the first or the fifth, and becomes reckless and loud-mouthed 
and maudlin, she makes a bawdy-house spectacle of herself and disgusts 
everybody who has any conception of good taste. 

Believe me, my dear, good taste is the last safeguard of our civiliza- 
tion. When that is gone, we are back to dirt. 

So long as people know good taste and for decent pride’s sake avoid 
the things that “simply aren’t done,” they will remain morally respect- 
able.

Speeding Charges Against Iran’s Minister Are Dropped;

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—(4)—A 
plain hint was given foreign envoys 
by Secretary Hull today that the 
United States expects them to ob- 
serve this country’s laws, notwith- 
standing their privilege of diplomatic 
immunity. 

He made it in a statement an- 
nouncing apologies had been tendered 
to Ghaffar Djalal, Iran’s (Persia’s) 
minister, for his arrest November 27 
at Elkton, Md., on a speeding charge. 

Djalal pratested he was handcuffed 
and treated discourteously and de- 


manded punishment for the arresting | 


officers. 

The formal apologies of Governor 
Nice, of Maryland, together with an 
expression of regret by the United | 
States government, were transmitted | 
to the envoy. | 

Assurance also was given by the | 
governor that the two officers who) 
arrested Djalal had been fined for as-| 
sault and discharged. | 

In announcing this at his press con- 


ference, Hull remarked that this gov- 
ernment impresses upon its repre- 
sentatives abroad that “the privilege 


of diplomatic immunity does not pre- 
suppose the right to violate any of 
the laws or regulations of the coun- 
tries to which they are accredited.” 

“On the contrary,” he said, “the 
privilege of such immunity imposes 
upon them the obligation of observ- 
ing meticulously such laws and reg- 
ulations. 

“Such being the attitude and prac- 
tice of this government, I am un- 
willing to believe that other govern- 
ments would condone, any behavior 
inconsistent with such attitude and 
practice on the part of their rep- 
resentatives in this country.”

BROTHER OVERRULED 
IN LOWE WILL Flatt 


William Lowe To Carry 
Fight Against Baroness’ 
Bequest to Higher Court 


Contending that his sister was un- 
duly influenced, William Lowe, of New 
York, brother of the late Baroness 


Rosenkrantz, former Atlantan, yester- 
day launched an attack on the baron- 
ess’ will as it was filed in solemn 
form in Fulton county’s court of ordi- 
nary. 

His petition to set aside the last 
will and testament, which disposed of 
a large estate, was overruled by Ordi- 
nary Thomas H. Jeffries, and it was 
announced by Lowe’s attorneys that 
the ruling will be appealed in superior 
court, 

The Baroness Rosenkrantz was the 
former Rebie Lowe. daughter of a 
pioneer prominent Atlanta manufac- 
turer and real estate owner. 

She died early this year in New 
York after a short illness and her 
only brother contends that she was 
unduly influenced in making her will 
a few hours before she died by Mrs. 
sa Lowe, of New York (no rela- 
tion). 

The baroness willed her brother 
$100 a month for life from her estate, 
the remainder to go at Lowe’s death 
to Roy Hodge, caretaker of “Rose- 
loe,” the famous showplace home of 
the baroness and her late husband, 
in Virginia. and to Sumter Kelley, 
Atlanta lawyer. Each was to get half. 
Kelley assigned his half to the Hot 
Springs, Va., hospital. 

The former Atlantan also made 
numerous bequests in her will, one of 
them giving Mrs. Henry Lowe $2,000 
in cash. 

The bharoness’ brother charged that 
his sister did not want to sign a 
will but was prevailed upon to do 
so while under the influence of drugs. 
He said she signed the testament at 
1:30 o'clock in the afternoon and died 
at 11 o’clock that night. Lowe de- 
clared his sister was not capable of 
making a will at that time. 

The brother petitioned that the will 


lbe set aside and that he be declared 


the heir, as he is the only remaining 
member of the Lowe family. 

Baroness Rosenkrantz, whose hus- 
band was Danish. resided in Denmark 
nart of the time and in Hot Springs, 
Va.. the remainder. She was a fre- 
quent visitor to Atlanta, where she 
had many friends. 

Her propertv holding here is said 
to be large. John LL. Westmoreland, 
lawyer, represents Lowe.
